There is trouble in the Republican

He says, however, that if
his name is to be presented he would
prefer to have it presented by the dele-
gation from his home county and then
let the outside delegations second, his
nomination.

The caucus of the Shawnee delegation
will have to take some action on this
matter.

Shawnee's Senator One of the Warmest

State Senator V. E. Sterne, who is be-

I don't believe the
people of Kansas want free silver aud
we surely don't want a silver plank in
the platform." Mr. Glenn will be a can-
didate for to the legislaturefrom his district.
